Cab regs move to fast lane 


By SHAWN P. SULLIVAN 

WILMINGTON - Put another 
quarter in the meter. The town’s 
new Taxi Cab Rules and 
Regulations aren’t ready to shift 
from “neutral” into “drive” just 
yet. 

At its May 22 meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen received 
from Town Manager Michael 
Caira a draft of his proposed revi- 
sions regarding the town’s “rules 
and regs” for taxi cab companies. 
: The draft was created in 
fesponse to a request made by 
Timothy Flynn, who owns and 
operates Wilmington Taxi Service 
on Woburn Street. 

Flynn approached the board 
during its April 10 meeting and 


requested that a_ residency 
restriction be stricken from the 
town’s “rules and regs” concern- 
ing the operation of cab compa- 
nies. He argued that it was “silly 
and outdated” to require cab com- 
pany owners to live in Wilmington 
because such restrictions are not 
even placed on people throughout 
town who serve on boards and 
commissions. 

Caira and the board proved 
receptive to Flynn’s concerns, 
and an agreement was made to 
look at the guidelines and see 
what changes could possibly be 
made. Selectman Chairman 
Robert J. Cain even encouraged 
Flynn to attend the board’s April 
24 meeting to discuss other

adjustments in the guidelines that 
he'd like to see take place. 

Caira’s latest draft of the 
“rules and regs” has been format- 
ted to be consistent with those 
which the board has placed on 
other activities throughout town. 

Says Caira, “This is a more 
comprehensive set of rules and 
regulations, taken from both the 
first draft that was prepared and 
the original text.” 

Following are two examples of 
Caira’s proposed changes: 

1) A taxi cab manager would 
no longer need to be a resident of 
Wilmington. 

Caira consulted Town Counsel 
Alan Altman on the matter, and 
Altman replied that it is up to the 
Board of Selectmen to decide 
whether or not residency restric- 
tions should be applied. 

Selectman James Rooney, who 
initially did not have any prob- 
lems with residency restrictions, 
was, however, pleased to see that 
cabs would still have to be regis- 
tered and insured in Wilmington. 

“That would bring in revenue,” 
said Rooney. “It would also make 
sure that a cab company owner is 
more of a Wilmington busi- 
nessperson.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy was 
not, however, sold on the idea that 
residency requirements should be 
removed from the guidelines. 

Said McCoy, “I believe that 
taxi cab owners should live in the 
community. Past boards have 
decided that should be the case, 
and I think it’s a good move.”

Drum excavation

WILMINGTON It’s almost 
digging time. 

For more than 30 years t 
have been approximately 10( 
gallon drums buried underground 
at McDonald Road. By the end of 
this week, they will begin to be 
unearthed and disposed, once and 
for all. 

According to Gary Lipson, the 
On-Site Coordinator of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), everything seems 
to be into place. 

Confirms Lipson, “The official 
contractor, Woodard and Curran, 
has been at McDonald Road, 
doing site work, laying out the 
staging of the procedure, and 
preparing for such things as the 
weather and other things. We 
should be able to start digging by 
the end of this week or the start 
of the next one.” 

Once these drums are above 
ground, where will they be taken’ 

It depends, says Lipson. The 
drums are said to contain a num- 
ber of volatile and semi-volatile 
organics and heavy metals and 
paints and so on. Some of these 
drums may need to be brought to 
an incinerator and others may 
have to be taken to a landfill, 
depending on the analyses per 
formed on the chemicals. 

“These chemicals are a mixed 
bag,” says Lipson. 

The concerns of McDonald 
Road residents have not fallen on 
deaf ears. The region surround- 
ing the drums’ burial site is heav- 
ily populated with children, so 
many precautions have been 
taken to ensure that the digging 
process is a safe one. 

Any emissions from the drums 
are likely to have what Lipson

World War Il veterans

WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY Did you know 
that in Washington D.C there 1s not one single 
monument or statue dedicated to the memory of the 
men and women who fought and served the United 
States in World War II” 

It'strue. Our capitol is populated with larger-than: 
life statues of our greatest presidents and monuments 
that honor those who have served in wars both 
victorious and painful, but such a tribute to the men 
and women of the greatest of wars is nowhere to be 
found within the beltway 

That's all going to change, though. If you like, you 
ean even take part in the reason why 

Last year in the District of Columbia, the Commis 
sion of Fine Arts and the National Capital Planning 
Commission approved the preliminary design of what 
will one day become America’s offi National 
World War LI Memorial. The dual approvals marked 
the latest steps in a process that began in 1993 when 
President Bill Clinton authorized the American Battle 
Monuments Commission to establish such an impor 
tant memorial in the nation’s capitol 

The grounds for the memorial will officially be 
broken this year on, appropriately, Veteran's Day on 
November 11. By the time the patriotic project is 
completed, it will cover an impressive 7.4 acres on the 
National Mall between the Lincoln Memorial and the 
Washington Monument 

Thanks to the donations of companies and indi 
viduals throughout the country, the memorial is 
destined to become a reality 

The World War II Memorial Fund, which has set its 
goal for $100 million; has reached approximately $85 
million so far. Would you like to help with the final 
push” Donations to the fund can be sent to World War 
{Memorial Fund/American Battle Monuments Com 
mission/P.O. Box 98147/Washington, D.C, 20090-8147, 

Says David Trayne, a Wilmington World War II 
veteran and the Commander of the local post of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, “We support any effort 
that supports the cause to recognize veterans of 
World War II.” 

(As an interesting side note, it bears mentioning 
here that Trayne says that the location at 383 Middles 
Avenue for the new V.F.W. should be ready for, aptly 
the first week of July.) 

: Approximately 2,100 Wilmington men and women 
have served in all of our nation’s conflicts and wars 
Of that number, 365 of them participated in World 


War II, 27 of whom gave their lives so that the rest of 
us could enjoy freedom in our own 

And Tewksbury’ Town Veterans’ Agent Ellsworth 
Hart is currently in the process of gathering the 


names of men and women who served during the 
Second World War 
Says Hart, “When a veteran passes away here in 
town, a copy of their death certificate is sent to my 
office. We log their information into a database, so 
their service will always be on record with us.” 
William Hallissey, who runs the Tewksbury 


Veteran's of Foreign Wars post, is pleased that such 
a monument is finally being built 

Says Hallissey, “I would urge anyone to send five 
dollars or whatever they can to this fund, so that we 
can finally afford something that should have been 
built years ago.” 

If you sense from Hallissey that he feels that the 
monument is long overdue, you are correct 

“There definitely should be a memorial,” states 
Halli “It's good to see people raising funds, but 
the government should help out with the money too 
The government has no problem spending money all 
around the world, but it has taken them this long to 
start a memorial to honor the people who built our 
ships and our guns and so on.” 

The most compelling characteristic of many vet- 
erans, particularly the ones in the generation that 
fought and literally saved the World during World 
War II, is their desire to not talk about the heroics 
that they achieved, the horrors that they saw, andthe 
vivid memories they can't block out. Quite simply, 
these menand women heard the call of their country, 
and they answered with their courage, their dedica- 
tion, and, in all too many cases, their lives. When 
they returned home they did not crave the “hero's 
welcome” that was so rightfully bestowed on them; 
instead, they craved to be back in the everyday swing 
of American life with their loved ones and friends 

Given all of this, we in America have let our 
educators and artists speak for them. We hear 
general versions of their stories in high school his- 
y , and it takes a movie like “Saving 
Private Ryan” to show us just what it was like on that 
battle-worn beach at Normandy 

With this upcoming memorial, our nation’s capitol 
will finally lend its voice to the stories that must be 
told and the deep gratitude that must be offered to the 
men and women who in a time of war put their 
country before themselves.

heavy equipment out there to 


smother any kind of reaction,” 
assures Lipson 

The EPA and the contractors 
and subcontractors worked in 
conjunction with Fire Chief 
Daniel Stewart to create a contin- 
gency plan in the event that one is 
truly needed. In the case of an 
emergency, residents would be 
evacuated to the North 
Intermediate School on Salem 
Street 

Adds Lipson, “We're not wor- 
ried that anything will happen, 
but we've spoken with some 
neiohhors and addressed some 
legitimate concerns. We will con 
tinue to do what we can to meet 
and stay in touch with the folks on 
McDonald Road.” 

Susan Sinclair, who lives near 
the drums on McGrane Road, 
belongs to one of the committees 
in town that has been designated 
to keep communications open and 
flowing between the EPA and the 
residents of the neighborhood. 

“The residents in our neighbor 
hood feel that their concerns have 
been addressed,” says Sinclair. 
“The EPA and the contractors 
and the Department of 
Environmental Protection and 
Fire Chief Stewart have all been 
very cooperative. We hope to con- 
tinue to have a good relationship 
with the DEP and the EPA once 
this phase of the clean-up is over.” 


As with several environmental 
issues throughout Wilmington, 
the drums at McDonald Road are 
wrapped in a shroud of mystery. 
The total of 100 drums is but an 
approximation, and the range of 
chemicals within them is not 
completely known. It is not even 
certain who the individuals are 
who may or may not have sub- 
merged the drums there. 

“There is historic knowledge of 
widespread dumping at 
McDonald Road about thirty 
years ago,” Lipson 
“Fingers have been pointed and 
names have been tossed around, 
but there is no definitive proof as 
to who dumped the barrels there.” 

The removal of the drums at 
McDonald Road is but a single 
component of a one-two-three 
punch by the EPA 

Currently, Lipson is overseeing 
the removal of chemical drums at 
the Wilmington Disposal Area, a 
task that he says should be com- 
pleted in a month or two. The 
removal of drums at Sutton Brook 
Disposal Area, which encompass- 
es Rocco's Landfill, will begin 
within a month or two. Lipson 
anticipates that the cleanup at 
McDonald Road should take 
about six weeks, but he noted that 
the weather and other possibili- 
ties could affect such a time 
table.

/A question like that sounds 
like the start of a good joke, but 
the answer is anything but a good 
punchline to those of us who grow 
easily irritated with waving 
hordes of mosquitoes from around 
our heads. 

Worry not. Before youcansay 


“Off,” the Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control Project (CMMCP ) 
will soon be in your community to 
swat those pests so you hopefully 
won't have to. 

All summer long the CMMCP 
will be visiting residential and rec- 
reational areas fo commit justifi- 
able larvicide, which is the ultra- 
low-volume spraying of chemicals 
in regions where heavy populations 
of mosquitoes are to be found 

The spraying, which will be ad-

The program “Auto Etching Day” 
will be sponsored by both the Mass. 
State Police and the Tewksbury 
Police Dept. The purpose will be to 
mark the glass windows of automo- 
biles andsmall trucks to make them 
‘Unwanted” by thieves. 

« The event will be held at 
Tewksbury Police Headquarters, 
$18 Main St., Saturday, June 3 from 
8\a.m. to4p.m. 

» The chemical process of etching 
involves using acid that reacts only 
to the glass. Etching all windows, 
sun roofs and t-tops of the vehicle, 
makes it less wanted by car thieves. 
The vehicle’s identification num- 
ber (VIN) on vehicles serves like a 
fmgerprint for the vehicle and this 
number is etched on all your 
vehicle’s windows. 


The actual etching is small and 
does not mar or deface the widows, 
but is quickly noticed by a would-be 
car thief. We are enthusiastic about 
this approach to combating auto 
theft, etching is a proven deterrent 
technique that works.

The Wildcats knew the odds were 
stacked against them because of 
thesize ofits opponents who showed 
upin one, sometimes two bus loads. 
Despite the odds the Wildcats over- 
came adversity and placed a re- 
spectable seventh place with a to- 
tal of 30.5 points. 

"We are ina league dominated 

by big schools," said Wilmington 
co-coach Dana Sweet, noting Wilm- 
ington is a very small school com- 
pared to other teams inthe Class D 
Meet. "But, we hold our own very 
well." 
Senior Matt Minghella was im- 
pressive in his final Class meet and 
competed in long jump, 100 dash 
and the 4 x 100 relay. Minghella 
entered the 100 ranked second but 
could not advance passed the semi- 
finals after a poor start. 

Minghella did have a memo- 
rable day in the long jump how- 
ever. Minghella came into the 
event ranked second. By the end 
of the day he had jumped his way 
into the top spot of the competition 
with a distance of 20' 2 1/2". He 
also qualified for all-states. 

"He has been great all season 
long," said Wilmington's other co- 
coach Tom Bradley. "His last jump 
on Saturday was his best." 

Bradley added, "I was delighted 
tosee him win that. That is a great 
achievement." 

Minghella anchored the 4 x 100

ranked tenth. 

Sweet was pleased with the re- 
sults of the 4 x 100 team, saying, 
"We were ranked tenth going into 
the event so we were happy finish- 
ing [ninth] there." 

Calway has been a bright spot 
for the Wildcats all season and 
Saturday was not any different. 
Calway qualified for the all-states 
inthe 300-intermediate hurdles and 
the high jump. 

Calway opened a lot of people 
eyes with in the 300 hurdles be- 
cause the junior sprinter won the 
event with a time of 41.0. Calway 
was ranked seventh going into the 
event. 

"In a way it was an upset that 
he won," said Sweet.

Calway's strength in the 300 is 
not his ability to sprint. Instead, he

Calway was placed in the first 
lane which meant that he could not 
see the other runners because they 
were all lined up behind him.

friends. Whether they were the 
stringed marionettes of the 
Howdy Doody Show or Shari 
Lewis and her sock type hand 
puppet, Lambchop. 

Perhaps your memories of 
good times go back to Edgar 
Bergan and his hand puppet 
Charlie McCarthy. In any case 
there was not only fun, but, to 
the innocence of a youngster’s 
mind, there was also the magi- 
cal illusion of how a piece of 
wood, or a sock could talk. 

That magic goes back to the 
ancient days of Europe and the 
Punch and Judy Shows and even 
further back to Asia, with the 
Chinese art of shadow puppetry. 

For the young people of 
today, the late Jim Henson kept 
the magic alive with his 
Muppets, ranging from Kermit 
and Miss Piggy to the Cookie 
Monster and even Big Bird is 
considered to be a puppet of 
sorts. 

Judith O’Hare of Reading, a 
member of the Board of 
Directors of the Boston Area 
Guild of Puppetry said, 
“Animating the inanimate is the 
definition of puppetry.” 

Wakekfield’s Liz Freeman, a 
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Lowell, said, “We tell kids that 
even a pencil (can be a puppet). 
If the pencil is moving and it is 
talking, that is a puppet.” 

Freeman over the past 11 
years, has taken the magic of 
puppetry and developed it into 
an art form that is very helpful 
as a teaching aid for her stu- 
dents. This type of puppet magic 
has also proved useful to 
Deanna Day of Stoneham, a 
fourth grade teacher in that 
community's Central 
Elementary School. 

Freeman explained, “"I use it 
to teach literacy 90 percent of 
the time.” 

Her class is made up of sev- 
eral students for whom English 
is a second language. In those 
cases some of the puppets can 
be used to teach phonics allow- 
ing the student to visualize a 
certain sound to a specific pup- 
pet. 

Day uses puppetry very effec- 
tively in her mainstream fourth 
grade class. 

“Many children are extreme- 
ly inhibited and shy,” Day said. 
“They will sit and do the work 
but they won't respond.” 

According to Day, the use of 
puppets in education can make 
all of the difference in the 
world, 

“Once they have the puppets 
in their hand,” Day said, “they 
do amazing things.” 


Day can use her puppets in 
much the same motivational 
way that Freeman does. 

“Puppetry knows no 1.Q.’s,” 
Day said. “every child can enjoy 
them.” 

She also notes that the pup- 
pets really do span the genera- 
tion and age gaps as well. In 
testimony of this, Day points to 
the work that is being done by 
O'Hare with seventh and eighth 
graders, high schoolers and 
even college students. 

O’Hare and Freeman for 
their part note the work of col- 
league Pat Boyd of Reading who 
uses puppetry in her ministry 
work at the Old South United 
Methodist in that community. 
Another person gaining fame in 
the field of puppetry is Dr. 
Susan Linn, PhD. at Children’s 
Hospital. 

Linn enjoys a fabulous repu- 
tation among her fellow Guild 
members as a very good ventril- 
oquist who uses her puppets in 
work on child analysis. 

Working with puppets in hos- 
pitals is a future goal for Day 
who would like to bring her pup- 
petry magic to children about to 
undergo surgery. This is a field 


she hopes to pursue on retiring 

from the teaching profession. 
Day said she has been doing 

puppetry for several years 


before she became aware of the 
Guild. Freeman on the other 
hand, came to the Guild to gain 
information supporting her theo- 
ry that puppetry would be good 
for education. 

By separate paths they both 
found O'Hare and the event she 
is chairperson for this year. The 
event is “A Festival of Puppet 
Arts.” 

The Festival is sponsored by 
the Guild and the Puppeteers of 
America and members of 
regional guilds from the 
Northeast and the Mid-Atlantic 
regions of the United States will 
be gathering together at 
Stonehill College in Easton on 
July 13-16 to practice, teach and 
learn more about their skills. 

“It really encompasses some 
of the finest puppeteers in the 
United States,” O'Hare said. 

The Boston Area Guild repre- 
sents puppeteers from Massa- 
chusetts, New Hamphsire, 
Maine and Vermont. Puppeteers

“Originally, our father, Fred 
Cain, started with the Chrysler 
Corporation back in June of 
1937,’ begins Cain, as he sits at 
his desk in his office with his 
brother, James and son, Fred 
D., Jr. ‘He started right down 
the street from here, where 
Williams Sign Erection, Inc. is 
now located on Lowell Street. In 
1936 he had been working at 
Bates Chevrolet in Woburn as a 
salesman. While he was there he 
won a $500 award as the 
National Salesman of the Year. 
Back then $500 was a lot of 
money. With that money he went 
into the business of getting our 
Chrysler franchise up and run- 
ning, so that he could start sell- 
ing their cars.

“We purchased our current 
property here at 580 Main Street 
back in 1940,’ Cain continues.

On December 
7, 1941, we had four walls, but no 
roof. A little after that point my 
father might be drafted, so he 
thought he'd go to work nights 
at a nearby defense project and 
run the dealership during the 
day time.

The 
project was sponsored by 
Marshall Space Flight Center of 
Huntsville, Alabama, in cooper- 
ation with Dryden Flight 
Research Center in Edwards, 
California. NASA decided to 
involve science classes from 
several areas of the country in 
the development venture. 

“We built different devices 
and put them through a [blow 
torch] flame, Mr. Clark said. 
His science class participated in 
the project. The students simu- 
lated engineers’ work on space 
transportation challenges such 
as protecting the spacecraft as 
it enters the earth's atmosphere. 

“He said that they attempted 
to mimic the reentry of the shut- 
tle to get an idea of the heat 
intensities involved. ‘We 
changed the design and materi- 
als. It took us six days,’ he 
added. He said that the daily 
project sessions were double 
sessions, each 84 minutes long.

She investigates further, and 
finds that the power plant they 
live near is likely responsible for 
the problems, and even worse, 
the company knows about the 
health problems.
